GIGANTIC SWINDLE. 


Western Real Estate Boom Eats 


Up $400,000 of the New York 


Chemical Bank Funds. 


New York, Feb. 3.—William J. Quinlan, 


Jr., cashier of the Chemical national 
bank, who resigned hia position yesterday, 
will not be prosecuted. He acknowledged 
in his letter to tho directors that he had 
invested ?393,000 of the bank's money 
without consulting them, but the bank 
officers say that there is nothing to justify 
°riminal aciion against him. 


The scheme for which Qiinlan lent the 


money was originated by Francis Grable! 
and is shown by the Chicago Tribiine this 
morning to have been one of the mosc re- 
markable schemes ever heard of. 


For many years Grable enjoyed inti- 


mate relations with western officials of 
the Burlington railroad. He got in on 
the ground floor for town sites when the 
company extended its lines into the 
Black Hills. Securing land where a -sta- 
tion was built, he arranged for a big city 
where two branches of the road joined, 
erected houses rigtt and left, and started 
irrigation companies for the purpose of 
improving land along the railroad. 


The town was called Bdgemont, and it 


was proposed to mate it a metropolis. 
Grable organized the Edgemont Stone 
company, with a capital of 1250,090, to 
handle stone in the vicinity of the town. 
Grable conceived the idea of making 
Edgemont the greatest manufacturing 
point in the country for grindstones. A 
larg^ sum. was spent rft building a plant. 
With enough business to occupy the at- 
tention of ten men, Grable constructed a 
smelter at Edgemont which he believed 
was the beginning of one of the greatest 


smelting plants in the west. The smelter 
was never completed, but represents an 
outlay of $100,000. 


The 
company's paid 
capital was 


?2,000,000. Grable received $1,800,000 in 
payment for 50 claims which he deeded 
to the company. Tho remaining 5200,000 
was held in tho treasury to be sold and 
the proceeds devoted to operating mines. 
Grabl" -;ave away a fair percentage of his 
stfoL m getting people interested. After 
selling about a million at prices ranging 
from 50 cents on the dollar down, he 
organized another company with a capital 
°f?3,500,000. 


Gradually the property of the first com- 


pany was transferred to the new corpor- 
ation. The capital was increased to J6,~ 
000,000. 
Grable took $4,800,000, leaving 


the treasury as before, and the original 
plan was confirmed. Grable was able to 
bring forward a formidable list of capi- 
talists, among which were Robert B. Pat- 
tison, Gan. Benjamin Tracy, Thomas 
Bradley, John E. Searles, George A. 
Fletcher, and a score of others. 


It is said that tae original scheme would 


have paid well if properly managed. The 
principal investors were located in Phila- 
delphia, New Jersey, Connecticut, New 
Ycrfc and Massachusetts. Many teachers 
and ministers were among the number. 


The Chemical bank's standing would 


not be affected should all these invest- 
ments prove a total loss. Shares of $100 
par value have sold tor $4,000 each. But 
the officers are hopeful that much will be 
recovered.

Washington, Feb. 3.—The senate again 


Wednesday decided agroinst the consid- 
psration of any phase of the Hawaiian 
treaty in open session. The decision was 
reached in connection with Senator 
Fettigrew's resolution declar'nig inex- 
P£<?I -nt the annexation of any territory 
which may require a fleet for its protec- 
tion. After the doors were closed upon 
Senator Hale's motion, when Jlr. Petti- 
grew attempted to call up his resolution 
in open session, the South Dakota sena- 
tor offered a motion for the considera- 
tion of the resolution in. open session, and 
about half an hour was devoted to debate 
upon it. At the end of this time a vote 
taken on the motion for open session 
was defeated by a large majority. Mr. 
Pettigrew remarked that he could as 
well ofler his remarks in executive ses- 
sion as la open session, and "if the friends 
of the Hawaiian treaty are so tender 
about the matter," he was willing to go 
into executive session. Mr. Hale's mo- j' 
tion prevailed. Probably the most sig- 
nificant occurrence of the day was the 
fact that Senator Merrill, who, during 
his entire career, has b&en exceedingly 
conservative on the question of executive 
sessions of tiie senate, took a position in 
favor of open sessions. He gav« as his 
reason the fact that the speeches for and 
pg-ainst the treaty were liable to be un- 
evenly reported with the press excluded | 
from the sessions. 


Mr. Jones of Arkansas called atten- 


tion to the reply of the department of 
justice to his resolution calUii? for in- 
formation as to the appointment of depu- 
ties by United States Marshal Cooper o>£ 
Arkansas. He said that the reply waa 
not satisfactory, as it did" not assign 
reasons for the removal of the deputies 
of Mr. Cooper's predecessor. If they 
were removed for political 'reasons, Mr. 
Jones said he wanted the department so 
to state. He therefore offered another 
resolution directing the department o£ 
justice to supply the information. Al- 
though Mr. Hale thought this a, matter 
with which congress had nothing to do, 
the resolution was agreed to. 


The discussion of the treaty upon its 


merits was then resumed and Senator 
"White continued the speech in opposi- 
tion to it which he had begun Tuesday.

The Indortry «f » Mexican Bird IB Stor- 


ing Up Winter Frorkilon*. 


Fred A. Ooer contributes an article to 


St. Nicholas entitled "A Bird's Store- 
house ; or, The Carpenter Bird." Mr. Ober 
tolls of tho California woodpecker that 
bores holes in trees and then fills them up 
with acorns. Ho adds: 


Down in Mexico there lives a similar 


woodpecker who stores his nuts and noorns 
ih the hollow stalks of the yuccas and 
tnaguoys. These hollow stalks are sepa- 
rated by joints into several cavities, and 
the sagacious bird hns somehow found this 
out and bores a holo at the upper end of 
each joint and another at the lower, 
through which to extract the acorns when 
wanted. Then it fills up the stalks solidly 
and leaves its stores there until needed, 
snfo from the depredations of any other 
tlrit-\ ish bird or four footed animal. 


Tho llrsc pluco in which this curious 


habit wilt, observed was on a hill in the 
iuul$t of a desert. Tho hill was covered 
with yuccas and jnagueys, but the nearest 
oak trt\h were 30 miles away, and so, it 
\v:is calculated, these industrious birds 
luid to make a flight of 00 miles for each 
acoru stowod thus in tho stalks. 


An observer of birds remarks, "There 


aru several strange features to be noticed 
in the=o fax'ts—tho provident instinct 
which prompts this bird to lay by stores 
of jiroN isions for the winter, tho great dis- 
tance tnuersed to collect a kind of food so 
unusual for its race and its seeking in a 
pluco so ivnioto from its natural abode a 
storehouse so roniarkable." 


Can instinct alone teach or have experi- 


ence and reason taught these birds that, 
far better than tho bark of trees or crevicoa 
in rocks or any other hiding place, are 
these hidden cavities they make for them- 
selves within the hollow stems of distant 
plants? 


This we cannot answer. But we do 


know that one of tho most remarkable 
birds In our country is this California 
woodpecker, and that ho is well entitled 
to his Mexican name of el carpintero— 
the carpenter bird.

per. One i» to Apply the aolution with a 
brash, and'the other ifl to float tbe salt- 
ed paper on tbe surface of tbe liquid. 
Thiu papers like Rives photograph io 
paper take the solution quickly and do 
not require so many applications of the 
solutiou if it is applied with a brush, 
or so long a soakitig if floated on the 
liquid as do tho heavy, rough papers 
like Whatman's drawing paper or cray- 
on paper. 


The paper is first salted, and it is 


better to have this clone by the dealer 
iu photographic goods, as it is much 
easier to apply tho sensitive solution 
than it is to salt the paper. If photo- 
graphic paper is used, ask for fresh salt- 
ed paper, but if drawing paper is used 
take it to the dealer and have it salted. 
The expense is very trifling, a sheet of 
salted paper costing only a cent or two 
more than the plain paper. 


The sensitizing solution is made of 


240 grains of nitrate of silver and 5 
ounces of distilled or filtered water. 
Dissolve the nitrate of silver crystals in 
the water, aud then add strong liquid 
ammonia drop by drop, stirring the so- 
lution "constantly until the brown pre- 
cipitate which is formed by the addi- 
tion of the ammonia has disappeared 
aud the liquid is clear. Not more than 
75 drops of ammonia should be added 
to the solution, and if it does not clear 
when this amount has been added cleat 
the solution by filtering. — Harper's 
Bound Table.

THE GALLEY FIRE. 


Customs Aboard Ship Concerfunjr It—Saw- 


ing and Splitting; the Kindlings. 


The galley stove has a rack around the 


top to keep the pots and kettles from slid- 
ing off when the ship pitches and rolls. 
Some stoves are provided also with iron 
straps, which can be secured to the rack, 
across the top of the stove, over the pots 
and kettles, so that they can't slide at all, 
but are held down to one spot. As far as 
the fire itself is concerned, that is kept just 
as it would be in a stove aehore. 


On American deep water ships the com- 


mon custom is to burn hard coal, and tbe 
fire is built anew every day. It is let go 
out after supper has been prepared and is 
built up again in the morning. The cook 
is an early riser, for on these ships it ia 
customary to give the watch on deck cof- 
fee at half past 4 or 5 o'clock in tbe morn- 
ing. 
On some ships the men get a little 


snack of something to eat with it. Foi 
the preparation of this early coffee the cook 
makes a wood fire. When the coffee has 
been made, he puts on coal and starts up 
the flre for the day. 


The wood used is usually cord wood 


sawed and split. When a ship is at sea, it 
is not convenient to run out and get a 
bundle of kindling wood at the store, and 
an ample supply of firewood is taken 
aboard at the outset. 
The customs as to 


this wood vary. Some ships take aboard 
regular cord wood, which is both aawed 
and split aboard; some have the wood 
sawed into lengths ashore and take it 
aboard in that shape to be split up as need- 
ed on the ship. There may at times be j 
some wood that has been used for dun- 
nage and can be sawed up. 


As to who saws and splits the Wood on 


the ship, customs vary also. 
Oftenest* 


probably, the cook does, sawing and split- 
ting enough to last perhaps two or three 
days at a time. If there- are boys on the 
ship, they ore likely to saw the wood. On 
somp ships the sailors saw it • and split it 
and stack it up for the cook, who is sup- 
posed to have enough to So in bis regulai 
duties.—New York Sun,

BLUNDERING ENGLISH: _:y 


Tho Gross Misuse of the Nominative OBM 


of Pronouns. 


. "There is one extremely common mis- 
take in English which always fills me with 
sadness when it does not fill me with vex- 
ation," said the man who tries to be care- 
ful in his use of language. "I do not like 
to preach general discourses on the use of 
bad language, because I do not feel safe, 
and one's eerxnon in such a case is so like- 
ly to be a ridiculous example of the thing 
complained of. But this mistake is so 
gross and palpable that any one with an 
elementary knowledge of grammar should 
recognize it. The thing which makes it 
peculiarly sad or vexatious is the fact that 
the error is often made by persons who 
make some pretense of using good Eng- 
lish. Half or 75 per cent of the school- 
teachers, I will venture to say, make this 
mistake. It is the use of such expressions 
as 'Between you and. I,1 'They asked you 
and I to come,' 'Let you and I go,' or, 
more horrible still, 'They saw he and I up 
town.' In other words, it is the use of the 
nominative form of the pronoun as the ob- 
ject of a preposition or a verb. 
'' The reason for this is obvious. It is 


known that ignorant persons use such ex- 
pressions as 'Him and me went up town' 
or ' You and me was seen.' People learn- 
ing that such expressions are incorrect 
somehow get the notion that it is never 
correct to use such a form as 'You and 
me,1 or 'Him and her,' or'Them and me.' 
They feel guilty whenever they are caught 
using such a combination of words, and 
doubtless if they heard a person say, 'They 
asked him and me to oome to the dinner,' 
which alone is correct;, they would have a 
sense that an error bad been made. 
They 


got to feel that the conjunction 'and' haa 
a kind of double action control, govern- 
ing the nominative case at both ends. A 
little reflection would remind them that 
this word has nothing al) all to do with 
the oases. 


"A sure cure for this bad habit is to 


drop the 'and' and use each of the pro- 
nouns alone. 
What person, for instance, 


who would say ' They asked you and I to 
come' would also say 'They askod I to 
come," or what person who would without 
hesitation say 'Lot you and I go' could 
ever be caught saying 'Let I go?' Many 
of the people who use 'you and I" as the 
object of a verb would not go so far as to 
say ' They asked he and I if we would 
come,' but there are persons who go this 
length and display an annoying aenae of 
superiority in doing It. They .feel that 
there is something elegant about the com- 
binations, 'He and I,"She and I,'and 
'They aad I,' and scorn th«j humble accu- 
sative forms, yet even theso would hardly 
say'They saw I,' or ' They saw she,'or 
'They saw they.' Why in the-world, then, 
should the 'and' make any difference in 
their speechf This is n point to which It 
would be well for teachers of English to 
give Choir atten tion.' '—Indianapolis N*w«.

Points Common to Good Specimen* of All 


the Different Breeda. 


There are several breeds of draft 


horses, all of which have good qualities 
and faults, bnt for the purpoae of de- 
scription I shall try to enumerate the 
points necessary in good draft horses 
without taking up any special breed, 
which are, beginning at the head, as 
follows : Tho head should be of medium 
size, in proportion to that of the body ; 
the forehead broad between the eyes, 
tapering upward in the direction of the 
ears; the jaw broad bnt not large or 
loaded with flesh ; the naeal bones, if 
not straight, slightly arched, bnt not 
dish faced ; the muscles not too refined 
or tapering, with the nostrils wide; 
the eye bright and dark, full and vigor- 
ous, yet mild; the ears of good size, ta- 
pering to a point, neither hanging,- 
showing sluggishness, not prick eared, 
but with frequent motion indicative of 
a good disposition. Such a description 
of the head rarely finds a vicious tem- 
perament, which latter must be detested 
in a breeding sire. 


The neck should fce of good length, 


cl^au cut at the jnws, well set on at 
ths ahonlder, with gradual tapering, 
but slight arch from the occiput to the 
highest point of the withers. The chest 
must be broad, full and deep; a hollow 
chest suggests decided weakness. The 
BhonHer should be closely knit at the 
withers aad obliqne, though not neces- 
sarily so much so as.in tire race horse. 
The hnmerns should Jonn a very obtuse 
angle with the scapula or else the ani- 
mal cannot well advance the limb in 
motion. He should be well up at the 
withers. The back should be short and 
strong, the ribs of great depth and 
rounded, barrel shaped. He shonld be 
full at the heart and girth well, allow- 
ing plenty of room for the expansion, of 
healthy Ixrngs. The length or rather 
depth of body at the lasi rib shonld be 
great, as this is too often a defect in 
the draft horse, and a serious one, as it 
suggests a poor feeder and al'-o gives 
him a leggy appearance, the hind quar- 
ters of good length, w«ll muscled and 
round, the thigh being well developed 
and strong. 


The last in consideration, but by ao 


means the least, are legs and feet. The 
indications .of a good leg are firmness, 
hardness and smoothness to the toncb, 
showing an entire absence-of attipoae tis- 
sue; large, well defined joints entirely 
free from msy abnormal appendages. 
The knee joint fihoukl .ha broqdand flat; 
the hockvwide from before backward, 
giving the teg " a somewhat crooked ap- 
pearance rather than straight, the for- 
mer giving strength; .'the length of 
bone short from the knee and- hock to 
the pastern. When standing, the hocks 
should tend to be clos^ together. The 
large mQtacarpals shotjld present a flat 
side view, rounded anteriorly and taper- 
ing posteriorly, and be of good siae below 
the knee, the tendons at this point well 
defined and strong ; tbe pasterns of me- 
dium length and set on rather oblique, 
so as to give the necessary elasticity to 
cotmtomos the'concnssioff caused by tha 
firm step. If long, they are weak; if 
short and upright, they are liable to 
knackling. 


The feet are, of coarse, very impor- 


tant. la shape the medium between a 
Sat foot and. a mule foot is preferable, 
of good size, with a large degree of con* 
cavity in the bottom. They mttst also 
be firm and elastic, without cracks and 
free from brittleness. The forehand hind 
l^gs most be set on straight, as an out 
or an in toed horse is decidedly-objec- 
tionable. 


All the preceding points are to be ob- 


served in the standing postnre, and 
when fully satisfied in these particulars 
it is very essential to see that, having 
four good lega, tha borse has the ability 
to use them properly ; that he steps with 
a firm, elastic tread, 'and, especially in 
the draft horse, he must be a good, 
smart waiter; that the legs and feet do 
not get in the way of each other when 
be is ia motion, but move freely with- 
out interference — J." A'. Ness in Veter- 
inary Archives. 


Uve Stock Feints. 


It is not known by everybody that 


winter rye, so called, may be sown as 
lato as the first part of February, and it 
will mature. Ii needs a stiff freeze to 
bring ifc to perfection, experts claim. H 
the ground is ready, it may be scattered 
even over the frozen soil, and it will 
come up in the spring. Rye sown iu tho 
spring may be cut for hay. 
It is like- 


wise excellent for late pasture. 


It has been several times noted that 


hogs fed on hotel swill and slops get 
mysterious derangements of tha bowels, 
which have been sometimes mistaken 
for hog cholera. The cause of the dis- 
ease is probably tho soap powder pad 
washing sodas used so largely in wash- 
ing dishes at hotels. Theso violent alka- 
lies eat up the hog's intestines. It ia 
best not to feed dishwater to pigs at all 
unless one can be sure there is none of 
thia biting powder in it. The old fash- 
ioned idea was that soapsuds occasion- 
ally was good for hogs. That inny be, 
but a mild soapsuds administered at 
long intervals is quite di« erent from 
eating the hog's insides out with potash 
and soda. 


Merciful men cover tho bits of their 


horsoa with leather in zero weather. 
'Where tho frosty bit touches a horse's 
lip it takes the skin off and raises a blis- 
ter like a burn. Those who have made 
tho experiment of touching with their 
tongues a frosty ax will understand 
what is meant. 


If it is necessary to bring a lamb up 


by hand on cows' milk, force feed into 
the little creature at all cost. Warm 
tho lamb; then if it will not drink or 
«nck your finger hold its mouth np and 
pour milk down its throat with a spoon. 
It will soon learn to drink ; then there 
will be no trouble. Use cows' milk a 
little diluted with water at first, then 
full cows' milk. After the lamb learns 
to drink mix a small quantity of mid- 
dlings or oilmeal with the milk. A 
little sugar mixed with meal is vary 
palatable to the little.ib.eep.

THE GREAT STKtKE'S END. 


One •of the greatest strikes of modern 


times has just come to an end in England, 
and its results have a world-wide interest. 


The British mechanical engineers, who 


haTa been ont on a strike for seven 
mouths past, resumed work Monday 
throughout the United Kingdom, on a 
compromise agreement. Pour hundred 
thousand persons were out of employ- 
ment, and the strike has shaken the in- 
dustries of England to their very base, 
16'has torn up business and so generally 
demoralized affairs that it may require 
years to set things right again. It wag 
not so much a question of wages as the 
question of the internal government of 
the machine shops. 
The unions pre- 


scribed rules and regulations fixing the 
number of helpers and the pay for extra 
time which the employers said they 
could not endure. The following is the 
torm of settlement: 


The employees gain an absolute victory 
against the 48 hoars demanded, greater 
freedom regarding the use of the ma- 
chines, and introduction of the system of 
piecework, the extension of the over- 
time limit, and a declaration against dis- 
putes on mere questions of the demarca- 
tion of work. 
On the other hand the, 


-workmen gain a definite recognition of 
the right of unions to make collective 
bargains as to the conditions of employ- 
ment for shops and districts, and the 
creation of local conciliation boards, the 
eeneral recognition of a specific overtime 
limit, the recognition to some extent of 
the principle of a minimum wage and 
extra payment for 
extra exertion in 
piecework. 


The employers say they are now in a 


position to competa on equal terms with 
German and other European rivals and 
America, 


THE MAYOR DID RIGHT. 


Hour) amounted to over 180,030,000 bushels

Mayor Cady has done this city a very 


considerable service in his revision of the 
management of the cemeteries. He has 
put the work and expense of the ceme- 
teries on a business bisis, and hereafter

from him certain definite work. With no 
reflections whatever on Mr. Orr, it is to

The 
old plan was very much like farming out 
public business. The new plan inaugu- 
rated by Mayor Cady makes public busi- 
ness what is properly public business, and 
puts the management of our cemeteries 
Mjr the future in the responsible nands of 
officials at city hall. The public will be 
better and more economically served, and 
ftke sexton will be relieved of a great deal 
of Very disagreeable criticism. 


Mr. Mayor, you have done very well in 


making this cemetery reform. 


BUT IT DID IT. 


Some of those able statesmen who in- 


sisted during the discussion of the McKin- 
ley tariff law that no possible amount of 
protection could result in tbe establish- 
ment of a successful tin-plate industry in 
the United States will perhaps suspect tho 
accuracy of their judgment in matters of 
tbis EO-t, if they take the trouble to read 
the recent report of Special Agent Ayer 
to the Treasury Department, in which he 
says that the production of tin and terne 
plates in the United States during the 
fiscal year ending June 30,1897, was 446,- 
982,088 pounds* Tlie importations during 
tfcat time amounted to only 244,407,601 
pounds, and there was exported duriug 
the same period 139,246,130 pounds, mak- 
ing the net imports 105,161,471 pounds. It 
thus appears that despite the ins steacs of 
the Democratic statesmen in 1890 that 
lin-plata could not be successfully made 
in the United States, the manufacturers 
of this country are no,v producing four- 
fifth of the tin consumed iu this country. 


Official statistics show that the balance

ships wore nipped in tbe ice last fall oft 
Point Barrow on the Arctic ocean, and tho 
Canadian government is also buying rein- 
deer to bo used in transporting provisions 
into the goldfields of the Northwest Terri- 
tories. 


So immediate and urgent is the demand 


for reindeer that Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
tho United States general agent of educa- 
tion for Alaska, has gone to Norway to ar- 
range for the purchase of a big herd. He 
has baon there for some little time, in fait, 
and has recently informed the war depart- 
ment tbat 500 fine reindeer had been pur- 
chasod, with necessary sleds and drivers, 
and were being driven from the interior 
toward the coast, where they will be ship- 
ped for America. 
When they arrive in 


New York they will be put aboard a train 
and rushed across the continent to San 
Francisco or Seattle, from whence thoy 
will take another long sea voyage before 
they finally arrive at Juneau. 


Dr. Sheldon ia not personally making 


these purchases of reindeer. 
That part of 


the work is being done by a man who is 
probably tbe greatest reindeer expert in 
America. Ho is William Kjellman, who 
was formerly government superintendent 
of the Toller reindeer station at Port Clar- 
ence, Alaska. The Canadian government 
is reported to have already got six Lap- 
landers and a herd of 114 reindeer started 
for the Yukon goldfields. 


Dr. Sheldon Jackson is the father of the 


idea of stocking Alaska with reindeer. 
Nine or ten years ago, when it first be-

oame apparent that the yholesale slaugh- 
ter of whales, seals, walruses and caribou 
and tbe extensive canning of salmon were 
depriving tbe Alaskan natives of thair 
natural sources of food supply, the subject 
of a remedy was widely discussed. Dr. 
Jackson, with his nanal common sense, 
said that there was no time left to educate 
the people into better habits. They would 
starve before their education conld hardly 
be begun 
Ha advocated the policy of 


feeding them first and educating them 
afterward. In order that they might not 
be pauperized, he suggested that reindeer 
be imported and rented to the natives. 


Tbis scheme has been followed with 


great success. Hundreds of reindeer have 
been purchased on the eastern coast of 
Siberia and transported across by the rev- 
enue cutter Bear. The first reindeer sta- 
tion was named after Senator Teller, who 
was an enthusiastic advocate of the bill 
when it was before congress. By reason of 
constant importations and natural increase 
the herd at Port-Clarence numbered at the 
close of last season over 1,000, and several 
smaller herds are scattered about at differ- 
ent missionary stations. Bnt tbe season 
when the government agents can carry on 
this trading business in the Arctic waters 
is a short one, so when the recent demand 
for reindeer arose Dr. Jackson and Mr. 
Kjellman had to go clear to Lapland to 
find them. 


The average heigh u of a reindeer is 4X 


feet. He is about 7 'eat long, from nose to 
tail, and weighs, v/hen in good condition, 
about 150 pounds. So you see that; in size 
ho is gieatly inferior to the horse. 
But 


when it comes to usefulness in a snow cov- 
ered country one reindeer is worth a whole 
drove of horses. One reindeer can pull 
from 200 to 800 pounds of weight on a 
sledge and a pair of them will haul a good 
sized load along. When it comes to speed, 
ho can outrun the fastest horse on a spurt 
and on an all day journey he will reel off 
from CO to 100 milea without difficulty. 
Superintendent Kjellman says he has fre- 
quently driven a pair of them 50 miles in 
a day with a loaded slodgo. 


But tbo best thing about tbe reindeer, so 


far as his utility in Alaska is concerned, is 
his frugality of diet. 
Tho green moss, 


which covers a good part of Alaska, is the 
only staple article of food which he re- 
quires aud this he gets himself as he wants 
it. He thinks nothing of digging down 
through the snow to find It. He does not 
even require to bo watered, but when 
thirsty scoops up a mouthful of snow with- 
out slacking his pace. He travels right 
across the open country where there is not 
tho suspicion of a trail and is easily guided, 
boing much inore tractable than a dog. Dr. 
Jackson estimates tbat there is pasture in 
Alaska for about 9,000,000 of these useful 
little beasts, so that there is no danger of 
overstocking tho territory. 


The herd which Superintendent Kjell- 


man will soon start across the Atlantic is 
tho largest which has ever been imported 
to America. It is to be hoped that he will 
havo better success than did James Neil, 
a veteran of the Yukon region, who started 
early in December from Finland with a 
herd of 40. Eight died on the way to Ham- 
burg and on the ocean voyage 17 more 
were hanged by their haltors, owing to tho 
rolling and pitching of the vessel. Noil, 
however, was inexperienced, and Kjellman 
has managed the transportation of hun- 
dreds of reindeer.

TJho Bad Lands. 


In its widest scope the arid region 


of the United States comprises half the 
territory of the entire country, for to 
BO great an extent must irrigation be 
employed either as a primary or sec- 
ondary factor in the cultivation of crops. 
From about the ninety-sixth to the 
ninety-ninth meridian there is a strip 
of about 250 miles in breadth which 
Major J. W. Powell calls the "subhu- 
mid" tract. Within it there is an an- 
nual precipitation sufficient to insure 
crops, but the precipitation is so dis- 
proportionately bestowed and at such 
irregular intervals throughout the year 
that the seasons of successful farming 
are interspersed -with long and disas- 
trous drougnts. Kehance, therefore, up- 
on moisture directly falling from the 
clouds is extremely hazardous, and, un- 
suppleraented by waters from stream 
distribution, it is not generally reposed. 


But west of the ninety-ninth and east 


of the one hundred and twenty-first 
meridian, throughout the whole breadth 
of the country, from Canada to Mexico, 
there is a district in which nothing 
needing moisture greater than that re- 
quired by the artemisia or the cactua 
can be planted and grown. It is a re- 
gion aggregating about 1,340,000 square 
miles, a territory larger than Arabia, 
as large as and not more arid than the 
combined areas of Persia arid India, 
•with

populations of 


250,000,000 souls.—Lippincott's Mag- 
azine.

The death of a tapir under such 
conditions is quite an event. The whole 
tribe assembles at the carcass, and a 
scene of gluttony begins that does not 
cease till nothing is left but the skin 
and bones of the "great beast." That is 
the only ceremony of marriage. The 
Caingua is usually monogamous, but 
polygamy is allowed. Marriages of rel- 
atives are carefully avoided. After con- 
finement tho young mother has a rest 
of a few days before resuming her serv- 
ile task. She carries tho newborn in- 
fant iu a scarf or sort of little hammock 
slung over her shonldere. Sha does not 
think of weaning it for a year and a 
half or two years, whilo the child haa 
already boen exercised in arms with 
miniaturo bows. Ideas of cleanliness 
seem foreign to the women us well aa 
to tho men, and 'it is a lucky chanco 
that will induce them to comb their 
magnificent heads of hair.—Dr. Machon 
in Apple ton's Popular Science Monthly.

SAILORS' SNUG HARBOR IS A WEL- 


COME PORT FOR THEM. 


How It H»pp*ni Ttu4 th« InftUatlon b

W. This is the technical location of a spot , 
which is dear to the heart of every Ameri- | 
can tor. It describes the exact site of the ' 
Sailors' Snug Harbor, but a landsman j 
would mulerbtand better if he were told : 
that it is located on Stuten Island, Now 
York bay. The appointment of Lieuten- 
ant Commander Daniel Delehanty to suc- 
ceed Captain Trask as governor has 
brought the institution Into public notice, 
and tha group of buildings where hun- 
dreds of intirm and destitute seamen pass 
the autumn of their lives in peace and 
quiet bus been much spoken ot 


Sailors are not regarded as a thrifty 


class as a rule, yot the Sailors' Snug Har- 
bor corporation it, one of tfie wealthiest of 
its kind in the country. When Bobert 
Kichurd Bandall, founder of the home, 
cainn to make his will early in tha present 
contury he was persuaded by Alexander 
Hamilton, so tho story rung, to leave tha 
bulk of his fortune for this purpose. Ho 
owned land on both sides of what is now 
Broadway, but which was then on tho

outskirts of New York. The property 
was left to him by bis father, a successful 
shipowner. In 1831 the present site on 
Staten Island was chosen. 


The property from the income on which 


ilio home was to bo sustained yielded a 
small revenue in the early days of Snug 
Harbor, but as the value of property ad- 
vanced and the income became larger the 
Harbor received the benefit.and today eight 
large buildings stand within l&einclosure, 
besides a beautiful church, which is tha 
most pretentious structure on the grounds. 


Sailors' Snug Harbor now has 877 in- 


mates, all of whom have served at least 
five years under the flag, and many of 
whom have "sailed the ocean blue" font 
and five times five years. There are men 
there who have commanded ships, others 
who have been mates, and there are able 
seamen and engineers and cooks also. But 
at the home all lines of rank are lost. They 
ore all "captains." 
v 
The old salts spend their time pretty 


much as they choose. Breakfast is served 
at 6:30 o'clock, and then for a half hour or 
so most of them are busy about some odd 
jobs around the houses or grounds, work 
allotted to them by the governor. This 
performed, the rest of the day is at their 
command. They can sit in the pleasant 
zooms and read or smoke, drowse in the 
sun on sheltered benches or look out across 
the water of the lower bay, swap well 
worn yarns with old friends or pace tho 
smooth floored corridors with as much dig- 
nity as if they were still OB the quarter 
dock. 


For those to whom idleness would be 


irksome a large space is set aside in the 
basement for a workshop. Lookers are 
arranged where the men may store their 
tools and material, and in front of these 
lockers the old sailors sit or stand during 
the work hours. Tennia neta sod great, 
broad meshed sturgeon nets are turned 
out of these workshops, while- on tables 
where the visitors may see them are piles 
of worsted shawls and' other hand woven 
garments which the sailor manufacturers 
sell to those who wish to buy. 


In a large Institution like the Snug 


Harbor, where the majority of inmates arc 
old men, the hospital plays an important 
part. The beautiful building set apart for 
that purpose has accommodations for 180 
atients, and has at the present time 150 
inmates under treatment. 


Besides these large buildings, the group 


contains also the houses of the farmer, 
baker, gardener and engineer, a black- 
smith's shop, a carpenter's shop, the ma- 
tron's house and the governor's quarters. 
To the latter the new governor will bring 
his wife, who was a Miss Washington of 
Virignia, and his five children. 


Lieutenant Commander Delehanty was 


born in Albany, where his parent* and 
several sisters and brothers still live. He 
was appointed a naval cadet by President 
Lincoln and was graduated from the Na- 
val academy in 1807. His sea service since 
then comprises cruises in all quarters o£ 
tho globe. His first extended cruise was 
to China, where he remained three years. 
Then he served in Europe and in the north 
Atlantic eelvice. He then made a cruise

Washington, Jan. 28.—There Is only 


ene better point from which to view the 
United States senate than the press 
gallery and that is the vice president's 
ohair. As I cannot hope to be vice 
president, and possibly would not if I 
could, I must be content today with the 
view from the press gallery. Facing me 
are the seats, arranged amphitheatric- 
ally, in which the 90 members of the 
senate spend an hour or two of every 
legislative day. I look down on the 
desks where they write when the busi- 
ness is uninteresting and on three of the 
doors through which they enter and 
leave the chamber. 
Directly opposite 


are the doors of the cloakrooms—those 
safe retreats from boresome debate, 
those cyclone cellars in which the sen- 
ators escape the storm, of oratory when 


gets the floor. 


I have no doubt you can fill in that 


blank for yourself if you are at all fa- 
miliar with the affairs of the senate. 
If you can't, it must remain a blank, 
for I will not 


Some years ago one of the wits on 


the other side of the capitol furnished 
us a bonmot which would have illus- 
trated that blank in another congress. 
He said that the only thing at the cap- 
itol more tiresome than a call of the 
house was the Call of the senate. Mr. 
Call is not a member of the senate now, 
andl his successor as chief bore in the 
upper house of congress I shall not 
came. I have no doubt you know him 
by reputation. 


Ninety-one seats face me, not all of 


them occupied or assigned. There will 
be 90 senators, representing 45 states, 
when all the states have chosen their 
representatives. Just now some are 
lacking from the seats at the ends of 
the semicircular rows. I have to lean 
forward in my seat to get a view of 
those tail end desks. They do not come 
easily within the range of the vice 
president's eye. That is why they are 
not in demand. The privilege of at- 
tracting the presiding officer's attention 
is always precious to a man in any leg- 
islative body. 


Length of service counts in the as- 


signment of seats. That is why I find 
such veterans as Morrill of Vermont, 
Cockrell of Missouri and Allison of 
Iowa right under me as I look down 
from the gallery. 
Edmunds sat for 


many years down there in the front 
row; "Black Jack" Logan not far away. 
As I recall them, the senate looks 
empty without their commanding, pic- 
turesque figures. How much more bar- 
ren must it be to the men who look back 
to Elaine and David Davis and ths 
giants of a generation past! 


When these men went out of the sen- 


ate, the younger members applied to 
the custodian of the chamber—it was 
Captain Bassett in those days—for re- 
assignment to the more desirable desks 
and seats just vacated. And as the 
older members were first to think of 
this advantage the senate class ranged 
itself according to length of service and 
moved up one seat with each vacancy. 
That is the way the supreme court jus- 
tices do, and you can know in a mo- 
ment who has been longest on the 
bench by observing who sits at the 
right hand of the chief justice. 


Within the sweep of my eyes as I sit 


here in the gallery are the strong men 
of the senate. Age and experience do 
not make strength in all cases, but they 
are necessary to it in so conservative 
a body. Besides, the fact that a man 
comes back to Washington again and 
again chosen to repiesent a sovereign 
state, is a. pretty good proof oC charac- 
ter. 
Wealth counts for something in 


„ new states. It controls for a time in 
old ones, but not long. Ohio sent Payne 
to the senate and later Brice, but not 
for more than one term. Hanna comes 
from Ohio for a double term not be- 
cause he is wealthy, but because he is 
a great national campaign manager, 
with a recent record of success. Kan- 
na's predecessor, Sherman, came back 
to the senate again and again, but not 
as a rich man. He was a poor man 
when he first came to congress, and he 
ir.si<1e his fortune in the city of Wash- 
ins?ton by wise investments in real es- 
tate and in street railroad stocks. 


Sherman. Cnce, Payne and Hanna— 


four 
millionaires—have 
represented 


Ohio in the senate. Another millionaire, 
John R. McLean, was to have succeed- 
ed Hanna if the Democrats had won 
the state last fall. Two of these men, 
Brice and Payne, have helped to main- 
tain for the senate the reputation of 
the "millionaires' club." How ridicu- 
lously inappropriate that reputation is 
is proved by the study of the men who 
6lt below me.

prevails in the empire, elaborate prep- 
arations are bems; made for thfc event. 


Austrian raonarchs xvitli a record of 


50 years upon the throne are rare in 
history- Indeed, there has been only 
one other such since the founder of tha 
house of I-Iapsburg, Rudolph I. ascend- 
ed what was then the throne of Austria 
and of Germany as well in 127S, more 
than six centuries ago. RuJolph of 
Hapsburg reigned only 13 years, and 
the one Austrian or Austria-German 
monarch in the long line between Ru- 
dolph and Francis Joseph who ruled for 
more than 50 years was Frederick IV. 
He was known as the Pacific (possibly 
the attribute of placidity accounted for 
his long reign) and ascended the throne 
in 1439 and retained it until 1193. 


The condition of affairs in Austria- 


Hungary at present is not propitious 
for a very hearty celebration of any po- 
litical anniversary commemorative of 
the events of 50 years ago. These were 
somewhat exciting. An insurrection in 
Vienna began on March 13. An insur- 
rection against the power of Austria 
among the Italian speaking subjects of 
the emperor began one week later; an 
uprising against the emperor caused his 
flight to the Tyrol in May: a.n insurrec- 
tion among the Bohemians against the 
power of the emperor of Austria began 
in June in the city of Prague, and in 
the autumn of the same year the Hun- 
garian rebellion against the power, of 
the Vienna government and the estab- 
lishment of the Hungarian national 
government under Kossuth took place 
in September. 


It would seem to be evident enough 


from all this that in the present excited 
state of affairs in the Austrian empire 
the proposition to have a golden anni- 
versary celebration of events that took 
place in the tumultuous period of 1848 
would be neither timely nor prudent, 
but to avoid the perils of such a cele- 
bration it is intended by those having 
charge of the mailer to ir.aka Iho anni- 
versary of the crowr.ins? of the emperoi 
a personal celebration mereb—the com- 
memoration of .in event which v;as en- 
tirely distinct from the other occur- 
rences of ISIS.

prisoners have escaped from Keeper 
Krum, but this is not true. 


Policeman Houran is in charge of the 


station during Mr. Krum's suspension. 


SNOW PLOUGH ACCIDENT. 


Snow Thrown Through Windows of 


Blackinton Station. 


A peculiar accident happened at the 


Blackinton station "Wednesday as a result 
of the blizzard. George Stiglich, tbe sta- 
tion agent, was severely cut about the 
face and hands by flying glass which was 
broken by snow thrown from the snow 
plough through the windows of the office.

To Be Held Next Spring, Showing 


What the Schools Are Doing. 


Few people understand the work that 


is being done in the public schools of the 
city, and even parents are often pro- 
foundly ignorant of the instruction thcT 
children are receiving. This lack of ap- 
preciation on the part of parents and the 
public of course handicaps the work of 
the schools, since the children feel it, and 
take less interest themselves than they 
would if they were encouraged in their 
homes. 


To meet this Superintendent Hall is 


planning, with the co-operation of the 
teachers, for an exhibition of the work ot 
the schools, to be held next spring, 
probably in May. Many cities have these 
exhibitions annually, and where held they 
have resulted in a greatly increased in- 
terest on the part of the public and the 
pupils. 


This plan has been under consideration 


for some time, and the exhibition will 
cover the every day work of the schools 
jor the past year. The idea is not to pre- 


sent for inspection any special test work, 
or to have what is shown repretent any 
unusual efforts on the part of the pupils. 
The exhibitions vrill show what the pu- 
pils are doing every day, and will include 
merely the better examples of the regular 
work, 


Every department will be represented, 


and parents will no doubt be surprised in 
many cases to see the breadth of the 
work in the schools. Even so dry a sub- 
ject as arithmetic is taken up in a con- 
crete way that makes it far more inter- 
esting than lormerly. 
Those who think 


modern mtthoas are not as thorough and 
substantial as the old will be shown the 
actual results of the work in mathematics, 
language, drawing, writing and all tbe 
studies which ar« taken up. 


An important feature will be the exhib- 


itions of the work in drawing. It is the 
theory of modern teachers that a cbild 
will draw as naturally as write, and both 
tastes should be cultivated. The results 
are often surprising, and make one who 
went to school with the older generation 
envious of the advantages that were then 
unknown. 
The manual training 
and 


kindergarten departments are of course 
included, and furnish some of the most 
interesting exhibits. 


Flans for the exhibition are not com_ 


pleted yet, but it will be held in some 
hall in the central part of the city. The 
exhibits will be conveniently arranged 
and it is expected to result in much bene- 
fit to tbe schools.

The Johnson School, 


The fact that two rooms in the old 


Veazie street school house are in use has 
led some to think that the new Johnson 
school is already overcrowded, but this is 
not so.

and a grade which might be called sub- 
primary, that is, children between the 
kindergarten and the primary depart- 
ment. In these two rooms there are 76 
children. 


When the foundation for the Johnson 


school house was laid in 1896 there were 
in that district 200 pupils, but by the time 
the school was opened, in April, 1897, the 
number had increased to 325. The build- 
ing will accommodate 400 and will pro_ 
bably meet the needs of that district for 
some years to come.

'OE BANG" ON TRIAL, 
v C 


Held for Grand Jury on Strong Circum- 


stantial Evidence. 


There were a number of men in court 


this morning to bear the trial of Nicholas 
Nestor and John Rowan, who were 
charged with drunkenness and breaking 
and entering Armour & Co.'s and Brig- 
ham & Co.'s offices on Morris street Jan- 
uary 12. 


The defendants were represented "by 


Lawyer Potter and Chief Kendall con- 
ducted the commonwealth's case.

«n the night of tbe breaking and enter- 
ing, and a letter written by Nester to 
Rowan, while the latter was in jail, proved 
that he could write, although he claimed 
he could not, and, moreover, it was the 
opinion of W. H. Pritchard of the Adam8 
national bank that the letter and the note 
found in Armour & Co.'s which read, 
"You're dead easy. De Gang," were one 
and the same. The letter was signed, 
"Harry Ashton." 


This last fact called to mind that Nestor 


had been arrested about a year ago for 
breaking and entering a store at Cheshire. 
His record was a bad one, as he had been 
arrested six or seven times for breaking 
and entering, drunkenness, vagrancy and 
other offenses. 


When he took the stand he denied all 


that the officers said concerning his being 
in the vicinity of the buildings, though 
he admitted that he and Rovran and 
Whalen were together on Center street. 


Judge Phelps said the case waa strorg 


against them and that from the circum- 
stantial evidence given he would order 
that they be held for the grand jury under 
$250 bonds each for each of the two 
charges of breaking and entering brougb t 
against them. Nestor was discharged on 
the case of drunkenness while Rowan 
was found guilty and judgment reserved. 


In the continued oase against Joseph 


Kennedy and N. D. Giroux for drunken- 
ness, they were placed on three months 
probation, while the cases against Mary 
Stranaghau for assault; and battery and 
Edward Vachon and James Murphy, for 
drunkenness were placed on file. Miss 
Emma Horn pleaded not guilty to va- 
grancy and the case was continued.
